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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1 - 10, drawn to an illumination system for a microlithographic 
projection exposure apparatus having a masking system for masking a reticle with the 
masking system having first and second adjustable blades. 

Group II, claim(s) 11 - 17, drawn to 1 1 - 17, drawn to a microlithographic projection 
exposure apparatus for imaging structures contained in a movably arranged reticle on a 
light - sensitive layer which comprises a transmission filter having a locally varying 
transmissivity and is movable synchronously with movements of the reticle and a 
method for homogenizing the light energy which impinges per unit area on a light - 
sensitive surface in a microlithographic projection exposure apparatus which determines 
the smallest value of light energy which is detected in a previous step for a point to 
exposed on the light-sensitive element and determining of the local distribution of the 
transmissivity of the transmission filter of the transmission filter that is moved 
synchronously with the reticle. 
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Group III, claim(s) 18 and 19, drawn to an illumination system for a microlithographic 
project exposure apparatus comprising a first optical raster element which is arranged in 
an object plane of a first objective; a second objective imaging a first pupil plane onto a 
second pupil plane, and a second optical raster element arranged in the second pupil 
plane. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I - III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The inventions are 
separate and distinct because the inventions involve distinct features to solve different 
problems and would involve a different search.
